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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-17 are presented. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

Applicant has responded to two issues: (1) rejection under 35 USC 2"** Para, and 
(2) judicically aeated obviousness double patenting. 

Regarding rejection under 35 USC 112 2"** Para., Applicant has been persuasive. 
Hence, this rejection is withdrawn. 

Regarding the judicially created obviousness double patenting, Applicant has 
argued regarding the claimed inventions: "the system of the claims of the present 
application ... can be used ... thousands of other applications [phrase from the 
Applicant's response itself, page 4]." By this phrase, Applicant refers to the fact that 
claim 21 of the other application (from which the double patenting currently results) can 
be interpreted as referring to a sliding windows search. On this matter, Applicant 
himself states that the claims of the present invention are broader than claim 21 of the 
other application in this very sense. Because the narrower claim makes a broader claim 
to be obvious, the claims are validly rejected under judicially created obviousness 
double patenting. 



CLAIM REJECTIONS 
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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected as being unpatentable due to judicially created 
obviousness double patenting (as noted in the previous Office Action).
